Welfare State Principles in Racing 


- of our best racing writers have been busy 
in recent weeks with a symposium on the 
merits of a so-called “use payment’ for horses 
which fail to win any part of the purse. The bright 
idea in this case is that enough money shall be sub- 
tracted from the winner’s share to pay the jockey 
fees for the horses which finish behind the first 
four. 

Proposals of this sort are always a little alarm- 
ing, not so much because of their own potential 
damage as because of the fact that they are symp- 
toms of hard times, or the fear of hard times. They 
break out like a rash. And they are contagious. 

In the recent past this share-the-wealth symp- 
tom has appeared in the form of breeders’ awards, 
grooms’ fees for leading horses to the paddock, 
bonuses for blacksmiths, The new outbreak, if it 
does break out, will be an especially virulent form, 
for it will take away from the winner to pay the 
loser. It may gain considerable popular support, 
if for no other reason than the fact that there are 
more losers than winners. 

The methods of the welfare state, whatever 
their future in politics, are not applicable to horse 
racing. This is a sport in which it 1s difficult enough 
for the winner to keep his head above water, 
financially speaking. It is impossible—though a 
thousand bright ideas might be adopted—to keep 
the losers from losing. And every gesture in that 
direction will simply make it harder for the win- 
ners to balance their books in the black. 

These are not hard times, Neither is there 
any indication that hard times are just around the 
corner. The principal difficulty at the moment is 
that too many horses are being bred and too many 
horses are being trained. The easiest—and in the 
long run the most merciful—means of changing 
the situation for the better is through the elimina- 
tion, not the coddling, of the many too many. 

The best wav to eliminate is to give poor 
horses enough rope to hang themselves. At a time 
when the state racing commissioners are beginning 
to pass rules barring unplaced horses from stall 
room, it would be contradictory indeed to in- 
augurate a policy of tossing pennies to the same 
kind of horses. 

Because of the long time-lag in the breeding 
of horses, we are just now catching the peak of 
production resultant from the inflation and price 
rise of the war and immediate post-war years. When 
you are coming down and meet a peak coming up, 
a pain is likely to ensue, The bright ideas in the 
head are symptoms of the pain in the nether 
regions. But all the squirming will not ease the 
pang. The thousands of breeders and owners who 
have entertained the hope that the dark horse 


Maybe, by Anything out of Nothing, would bring 
them a profit must face up to the fact that the 
odds against them are getting longer. The only 
remedy here is a tremendous purgation of the un- 
likely. 

The purgation will cost money, of course. But 
it will not be half so costly, in the long run, as 
any share-the-wealth scheme which lightens the 
load for those whose abilities give them no visible 
means of support. 

Ever since the forgotten beginnings of horse 
racing the sport has been carried on at the collec- 
tive loss of breeders and owners. ‘The game is to 
win, and in these latter days to show a profit in 
the course of winning. There is no earthly man- 
ner in which racing, as an institution, can under- 
take to support the owner of the horse which 
cannot support itself. The fewer gestures we make 
in that direction, the more solid our economy. 

Here, as in most of the larger problems of 
racing and breeding, the question of the claiming 
race intrudes. By now it should have seeped into 
the heads of most of our experienced owners that 
a racing economy based primarily upon the claim- 
ing race—as is the case in North America—is one 
which distributes loss instead of distributing wealth. 
If it were not so the big claiming stables of the 
past would have persisted as the big claiming 
stables of today. The claiming race is now so 
prevalent that it has become extremely difficult 
to replace with men of equal character the fine 
ones we are losing through dispersal and through 
death. And we cannot long afford such losses with- 
out such replacements. 

Largely as a result of the poverty of our con- 
dition books in non-claiming races, many of our 
prominent breeders have turned to commercial 
production, selling their horses as yearlings rather 
than contend with a system which stifles competi- 
tion in the area between claiming class and stakes 
class. Until this strange, exclusively American prac- 
tice has been modified at least in small degree, an 
aspirin will be more effective than any plan for 
sharing the so-called wealth. 

Most of the breeders who have resolved to stay 
on will have decided that they would do better 
with more quality and less quantity in their produc- 
tion. But when they study the long procession of 
six-furlong and mile-and-a-sixteenth claiming races, 
they will have a glimmer of the extent to which 
quality has been depreciated in American racing, 
and will hardly know what to do, They will con- 
tinue indefinitely to produce more horses than are 
needed. But we hope they will not lend support tc 
any cock-eved plan, however innocent it may seem, 
for subsidizing the unfit.

Introduction 


N THE SIXTEENTH CENTURY the 

first explorers of the New World found 
a variety of peoples among whom domes- 
tic animals were virtually absent. Of 
course, the dog was nearly universal, but 
important animals such as cattle, sheep, 
goats, and pigs were unknown. Only in 
the Andes were two beasts of burden 
domesticated, namely, the alpaca and the 
llama. 
Horses were entirely unknown, and the 


horse-riding conquistadors were a source 
of wonder—even terror. North America 
has been the cradle of the development of 
the horse throughout a period of nearly 55 
million years, as shown by the fossil 
record. But the domestication of the horse 
has taken place entirely in Europe and 
Asia, thousands of years after the horse 
had become extinct in North America. 


In western Europe some 20,000 years 
ago, horses were a much-sought wild game 
animal. In one camp site of this period the 
bones of more than 100,000 horses were 
found. At this same time, men were com- 
ing into North America from Asia for 
the first time. They found a few horses 
then, but these horses were only the dying 
remnant of a once-flourishing group that 
roamed nearly every part of the continent 
and spilled over into South America to 
its southernmost tip. 

Some time around 4,000 B. C., horses 
were broken and bred in Asia, perhaps 
first in Iran, but they were not an im- 
portant factor in the great Near Eastern 
centers of civilization until nearly 2.000 
B. C. Horses were driven in front of war 
chariots for more than a thousand years 
before they were habitually ridden. Dur- 
ing all this time they were unknown to 
the growing populations of North and 
South America. 

Horses were re-introduced to America 
in the middle of the sixteenth century, 
when Coronado, in his search for gold,

was forced to release some on the Llano 
Estacado. Others are known to have 
escaped from Cortez in Mexico in 1520. 
These animals probably found their way 
to the western plains, and soon increased 
in such numbers that the Indian inhabit- 
ants captured them and thus made a val- 
uable addition to their possessions. This 
completely revolutionized their livelihood, 
converting some agriculturists to nomadic 
buffalo hunters. 


In recent times there has been only one 
undomesticated true horse known—a 
horse that until recently roamed the 
steppes of Asia. It is known by the pon- 
derous name of Przewalsky’s horse. Other 
so-called “wild horses” are merely ani- 
mals that have escaped from captivity. 
Przewalsky’s horse. whose scientific 
name is Equus przevalskii, was a rather 
heavily built animal with short legs and 
a large head of medium length. It stood 
about thirteen hands high. Characteristical- 
ly. it had a short. erect, chestnut-colored 
mane. and no forelock. Chestnuts were 
present on all four legs. Its over-all colora- 
tion was a dun-color of varying shades. 

A horse so similar as to be considered 
the same as Przewalsky’s horse was the 
Russian tarpan, which roamed in_ vast 
numbers over southern Russia until its 
extinction about 1875. Because this ani- 
mal ranged into Western Europe in pre 
historic times, it is believed to have en- 
tered into the early history of the do

mestic horse, especially the draft horse. 

The other living members of the horse 
family are the asses. These forms are 
confined to Asia and Africa. The Asiatic 
asses are better known as the kiang and 
the onager. They are characterized by 
chestnuts on front legs only, narrow front 
hoofs, ears fairly long, mane short and 
erect. The tail has short hairs only. The 
African species all have narrow hoofs, 
short hair in mane and tail, and large 
ears. These species include the true asses, 
the zebras, and the quaggas. The asses 
are desert dwellers, requiring little water, 
and living on the meagerest of vegeta- 
tion. They are usually gray in color, with 
white limbs and muzzle. The zebras and 
quaggas are, of course, strikingly different 
from other horses in that they are prom- 
inently striped in alternate bands of white 
and dark brown or black. The quaggas 
differ from the zebras in having stripes 
only on the head, shoulders, and front 
half of the body. The remainder of the 
body is dun colored. 


MULTIPLE ORIGINS. Despite the fact 
that Przewalsky’s horse apparently has 
become extinct only in the last few years, 
there is little agreement among zoologists 
on the origin of the domestic horse. It is 
inost probable that the Arabian horse was 
derived from somewhat different sources 
than the draft horse. The Shetland pony, 
however, descended from essentially the

same stock as the draft horse. Its small 
size is a typical example of the reduction 
in size that follows insular confinement. 
It is not to be expected that there would 
be any close agreement between modern 
English and American breeders, but the 
consensus of qualified students on the 
origin of the horse is that present-day 
forms are of multiple origin. It is cer- 
tainly true that primitive men in Europe, 
Africa, and Asia knew at least three, and 
maybe four, horse types, all now extinct. 


Interest in the evolution of the horse 
has endured for more than three-quarters 
of a century, yet we are adding yearly 
to our fund of knowledge by new finds. 
Collecting bones of ancestral horse types 
began in our western Bad Lands at a 
time when the paleontologist, or student 
of extinct animal life. carried his pick 
in one hand and a rifle in the other, for 
there were still many unsubdued Indians 
in the area. 

Some of these early collectors, such as 
Henry Fairfield Osborne and Charles 
Berryman Scott, later became outstanding 
paleontologists, each publishing many 
papers concerning fossil horses. W. D. 
Matthew, an associate of Osborne at the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
prepared a comprehensive museum guide 
leaflet on the evolution of the horse and 
later, in 1926, published in the Quarterly 
Review of Biology an interpretation of the 
fossil record of horses,

In the same year, Frederic Loomis pub- 
lished a book entitled The Evolution of 
the Horse. In recent years, R. A. Stirton 
of the University of California has made 
many contributions to the study of fossil 
horses, notably Phylogeny of North Amer- 
ican Equidae, in 1941. Although most in- 
terest has been attached to the limb and 
tooth structures of fossil horses, a recent 
(1948) exceptionally scholarly paper by 
Tilly Edinger of Harvard College is con- 
cerned with the evolution of the horse 
brain. 


In the preceding paragraphs and in the 
following sections of this article the term 
“horse” is used to label all members of 
the equine family. This is the accepted 
usage in scientific literature. but only the 
domestic horse and Przewalsky’s horse 
are “true” horses as generally recognized. 
There is good reason for bringing all 
other forms under the general term, 
though, since the characters that separate 
the various types are only skin deep. 
Skeletally, there are very few recognizable 
differences among the true horses, the 
asses, the zebras, and the quaggas. 

The student of the history of animal 
forms is interested in the skeletons of liv- 
ing animals because they furnish him a 
link with prehistoric forms, which now 
exist only as skeletons. In paleontology 
the past is interpreted in terms of the 
present.

Not many more heartening things have 
happened in this locality than the fare- 
well Stymie got at Jamaica last Saturday. 
It had been determined earlier in the 
week that the durable old campaigner was 
at last at the end of his tether, and that 
he could not be trained further. So in a

It would have been nice to parade him 
under silks. but he had been going sore, 
and the weight of a rider might have 
bothered him. So he came out with a 
pony.

Fred Capossela, the 
track announcer. began the catalogue of 
his achievements, and Jamaica’s children 
began running out from the betting win- 
dows. 


The plan had been to bring him down 
to the finish line and stop him there. But 
the man who could have stopped Stymie 
on the way down could have pulled the 
Broadway Limited. He came down very 
gay, with salmon pink and emerald green 
ribbons braided into his mane, and he 
was fairly ramping with health and ener- 
ey. The Seventh Regiment Band, pretty 
well drowned out by cheers, saluted him 
with “Auld Lang Syne.” At the paddock 
gap he stopped, and while photographers 
fired away at him, stood like a shining 
bronze statute, with the high imperious 
head and the broad blaze on view at a 
race track for the last time. 


“Irll be a long time before we see 
another one like him,” a_ clocker re- 
marked behind me. Then he blew his 
nose. As far as I could tell, he hadn’t 
a cold. 


After a session in the saddling paddock, 
Stymie came hack. this time led by a 
groom on foot. He stopped in front of 
Jamaica’s howling stands.

On July 19, 1947, in the first running of Em- 
pire’s Gold Cup, Jockey Ted Atkinson sent Mrs. 
W. M. Jeffords’ Natchez out on the lead to try 
to steal the race, if possible, or at any rate to 
die in front. He stole the lead, alright, and very 
nearly lived long enough to win the race—Stymie 
jyst_ managed to catch him in the last couple 
of jumps and beat him a neck. 


In the third running, from which the inter- 
national aspect was lacking (no foreign-owned 
horses showed up, as they had for the first two 
tunnings), Atkinson again had a mount on a 
Jeffords horse. This one was the 3-year-old filly 
Adile. Atkinson’s plan for the occasion was to 
let someone else do the front running, then come 
up from behind with Adile. The King Ranch, 
which had been third with Assault in 1947, had 
that eventuality in mind too, and used its entry 
of Flying Missel and Prophets Thumb as a ham- 
mer and anvil. If the race were going to be 
stolen, Trainer Max Hirsch figured, he might as 
well steal it with Prophets Thumb. And_ if 
some horse were going to capture it with a late 
tush, it might as well be Flying Missel. 

According to this plan, Prophets Thumb tried 
for the lead, but by the time he got through 
racing with Our John Wm. and Double Brandy 
ther» was not much stealing left in him. But he 
had done a pretty fair job of using up the 
others, and when Flying Missel took the lead 
from Double Brandy in the stretch it looked as

if the King Ranch strategy was going to pay 
off. 

But there sat Atkinson with Adile, nodding 
along in fourth place, and it turned out that he 
had a shade more horse under him in the last 
sixteenth of a mile than Arcaro had with 
Flying Missel. In the last couple of strides Adile 
pulled even with Flying Missel, got her nose in 
front as they hit the finish line. 

At weight-for-age, Adile carried 117 pounds. She 
was the only filly in the race. Trainer Oscar 
White. a shrewd hand at getting a horse ready for 
a race, had brought her up to the Gold Cup in 
excellent form. She had won the 1%4-mile Ala- 
bama Stakes on August 24, was third to Gaffery 
in the 1%4-mile Ladies Handicap on October 3, 
and was fourth to Ponder in the 2-mile Jockey 
Club Gold Cup on October 8. In all her long races 
she had shown a disposition to go on. 

In the Empire Gold Cup, Adile and Flying 
Missel finished nine lengths in front of Double 
Brandy and Uncle Edgar, which were a_ neck 
apart. 

Besides winning the Monmouth Oaks, the Ala- 
bama Stakes, and the Gold Cup, Adile has been 
second in the Coach'ng Club and Delaware Oaks 
and the Diana Handicap, third in the Acorn and 
Gazelle Stakes and the Ladies Handicap. Her 
pedigree and family notes were in THE BLoop-

her among the first three in 11 of her 22 starts 
this year, and had netted $60,175.

Less than 2 month ago, prior to his victory 
in the Keeneland Sales Colt and Gelding Stakes. 
Oil Capitol was fairly close to paying himself 
out. but his earnings of $11,085 were nearly 
$4,000 short of his cost price of $15,000 as a 
yearling. Then he won the colt and gelding stakes, 
which added $18,599 to his total. then the Breed- 
ers’ Futurity, $28,517. The Pimlico Fu- 
turity, his latest victory, was worth $48,755, and 
brought his gross to $106,956. At this rate he is 
the bargain of the 1948 Keeneland Summer Sales, 
and shapes up as one of the best 2-year-olds of 
1949. 

As a one-horse stable, the Thomas Gray es- 
tablishment is unique in having such a solid rep- 
resentative.

2- and 3-Year-Olds Contrasted: 
1948 Statistics With a Moral 


If you sit around a yearling auction 
ring long enough, you will hear a lot of 
mumble about quick speed. good 2-year- 
old horses thatll get your 
money back fast. etc.. ete. And if you read 
the breeding journals regularly. you will 
see enough statistics on sires of 2-year- 
olds to suggest that 2-year-old winners are 
about the most important item in this 
business of breeding and racing. 


prospects, 


In actual practice the 2-year-old season 
of racing is a very hazardous one, and if 
a buyer is going to “get even” on a year- 
ling purchase he is far more likely to do 
so in the later years. And the statistics 
would be far more meaningful if they were 
based on 3-year-old performance. Even 
in North America. where precocity is 
whooped up to a degree unheard of in 
other countries. and where numerous 
large stakes are given fer 2-year-olds, the 
later years are more important—and 
therefore should be given more attention. 

These conclusions. to which the writer 
jumped some time ago. can new be docu- 
mented, or at least illustrated. The illu- 
stration is a by-product of the first at- 
tempt to apply the average-earnings in- 
dex to a group of breeders. 


It is not contemplated that a full-scale 
effort to score the products of the different 
breeding establishments will be made in 
the near future—-or ever. But to a limited 
degree the method can be applied to 
breeders. At the moment the files are in 
an early stage of development. and breed- 
ers’ names are entered only on the cards 
for foals of 1945 and 1946. From these 
the sample given herewith in tabulated 
form was drawn. Based on the racing of 
1948, the figures presented here are not 
so much news as a demonstration of a 
method. 


The arbitrarily selected breeders in- 
cluded in this group were represented by 
a total of 340 2-year-olds and 324 3-year- 
olds in 1948. The juvenile group earned 
1.754 times their expectancy (the North 
American average). and the 3-year-olds 
won 3.911 times their expectancy. That is, 
the older group earned at a rate more than 
twice that of the younger. 


These figures are “loaded” to some ex- 
tent by the unusual disproportion in the 
Calumet Farm group, whose 2-year-olds 
earned only a litthe more than half the 
general average per head while Citation,

two, 
The Calumet-owned son of Pensive raced four times at two; his best was second, 
This year, at three, he won the Derby, the Arlington Classic (shown above), and $322,000. 


Coaltown, Bewitch. and others were run- 
ning the 3-year-old index up nearly to 
15 times the average. But even with Calu- 
met subtracted from the totals. the differ. 
ence is still marked. The 2-year-old_ in- 
dex, excluding Calumet. is 1.828; the 3- 
year-old index, excluding Calumet, is 
3.062. These figures may be more in line 
with normal probability than the totals as 
given in the table. 

Of the breeders named. only three have 
higher indexes for 2-year-olds than for 
their products of the previous year. Two 
of these were represented by only a few 
performers. The other is Royce G. Mar- 
tin’s Woodvale Farm. whose 2-year-olds 
earned 3.443 times their expectancy, as 
against an index of 2.130 for the stable’s 
3-year-olds. 

Aside from Calumet, the advantage of 
the older group is most marked in the 
eases of Idle Hour and C. V. Whitney, 
both private breeders. But there is 4 
consistent. if less pronounced difference 
in favor of the 3-year-olds. 


Of the 324 3-vear-old starters, 78 pet 
cent were winners in 1948, while only 52 
per cent of the 340 2-year-olds got into the 
winner's list. 

Seventy-one per cent of the 3-year-old: 
had indexes higher than 1.000 (that is. 
earned more than the general average of 
$2.689). Only 39 per cent of the 2-year 
olds reached this figure. 
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Nineteen per cent of the 3-year-olds 
won more than four times the average. 
and only 9 percent of the 2-year-olds 
did so. 

The sample given here is made up from 
a group of the country’s more successful 
breeders. Hence it is not offered as an 
indication of what the average breeder 
may expect from average breeding stock. 
either as to degree of success or propor- 
tion between age groups. Hewever. a 
checking sample showing a random group 
of 2-year-olds of 1947 compared with the 
same group as 3-year-olds in 1948 shows 
approximately the same advantage for the 
older division as is indicated in this high- 
ly selected group of breeders. 

No extensive study of 4-year-olds has 
been made, but a sample of horses of this 
age in 1948 which had also raced at two 
and three shows that only 10 per cent 
had their maximum earnings at two. Sixty 
per cent had their lowest earnings at 
two. Of the remainder, 17 per cent were 
best at three and 13 per cent were best at 
four. 

(As a caution, the reader should be 
reminded that a poor 2-year-old is not 
necessarily a good prospect for later rac- 
ing. The odds are better than even that 
a youngster which wins less than half 
the general average in his first season will 
fail to earn as much as the average at 
three. But if he wins more than half the 
average at two, the chances are (fat a 
rough preliminary estimate) at least 3 to 
1 that he will earn more than the average 
at three.) 

The details of these probabilities re- 
main to be worked out on a larger scale at 
a later date. But the general pattern has 
been indicated. 

The moral, for both breeders and own- 
ers, is plain enough. In aiming for class. 
the 2-year-old target is the one easiest to 
miss. There is a much wider margin for 
successful racing in the second season. 
Hence a little less emphasis on precocity 
might be helpful all round. 


THE COVER: ROYAL GOVERNOR 


At two, three. and four, Mrs. Esther 
du Pont Weir’s Royal Governor was a 
useful horse. He won several stakes. 
earned more than $70,000. But this year 
at five he has done even better. His roster 
of victories includes the Wilmington. 
Brandywine, Fall Highweight, Interbor- 
ough. Grey Lag, and Questionnaire 
Handicaps. and he has been second or 
third in other stakes. His earnings for the 
year total $95.005, bringing his total in 
four seasons to $176.600. 

Trainer J. E. Ryan bought him for Mrs. 
Weir at the Meadow Brook Sales of 1945 
for $9.200. from A. S. Hewitt’s consign- 
ment. The 5-year-old gelding is by Pilate 
—Feathers, by John P. Grier. 


Breeders and 


The following tabulation is the first 
sample application of the average-earnings 
index to breeders. It points up dramatical- 
ly the superiority of 3-year-olds over 2- 
year-olds as money-earners. 

In this selected sample the record of the 
2-year-olds of 1948 is shown on the same 
line with the name of the breeder. The 
record of the 3-year-olds of 1948 is given 
in the second line. The contrast between 
the two groups is indicated by the totals 
at the bottom of the table. 

In 1948 the average distribution per 
starter in North America was $2.689. For 
any group of horses the index shows what 
proportion of this mathematical expect- 
ancy was actually earned. For instance, 
the 20 Calumet-bred 2-year-olds earned

$30.570: this total divided by 2.689 gives 
11.369 (adjustment). indicating that the 
group earned 11.369 times the expectancy 
for one starter. The adjustment divided by 
20 starters gives the index. .568. which 
indicates that the Calumet-bred 2-vear- 
olds earned .568 times their expectancy. 
The 3-year-olds. by contrast, earned nearly 
15 times their expectancy. 

The selected group in the table includes 
private and commercial, large and small 
breeders.

In second place was Man o’ War’s long- 
time rival, *Sir Gallahad 3rd, with 200 
winners of 457 races (plus four dead 
heats) and $789,982. *Sir Gallahad 3rd 
was represented by the offspring of 130 
mares. To his credit were 13 winners of 


14 stakes races. 


The $869,338 credited to Man o’ War ex- 
ceeds his total for 1948, when with $866,- 
941 he ranked second to *Sir Gallahad 


3rd ($938,989). 


The consistent *Sickle (which like Man 
o’ War and *Sir Gallahad 3rd is dead), 


is third with $769,141, from 107 winners. 
*Blenheim 2nd, with 46 winners from 35 
mares, has a $764,180 total, for a very 
high per-capita average. 


Stimulus, next of the top five. has 142 
winners of $740,085. The next highest is 
*St. Germans, with 67 winners and $469,- 
241 from 44 daughters. 


*Sir Gallahad 3rd, though second in 
point of total money, ranks first with the 
most winners (200) and the most races 
won (457 and four dead heats). He also 
is represented by more mares in produc- 
tion (130) than any of the other 20 lead- 
ing broodmare sires. Man o’ War is sec- 
ond on the winners’ list with 146; Stim- 
ulus is third with 142. The order of sec- 
ond and third is reversed on the “most 
wins” list: Stimulus is second with 344 
and two dead heats, Man o’ War is third 
with 325 and one dead heat. 


As noted above, the following list in- 
cludes the racing through October 29, and 
includes all tracks except a few minor 
ones. However, it does not include all 
broodmare sires. Only those whose daugh- 
ters have produced the winners of $20,000 
or more are listed.

The most intense racing “fever” France 
has experienced for a generation is now 
declining. Europe’s greatest contest for 
3-year-olds and upwards, the Prix de 
Are de Triomphe, a mile and a half, 
and the gigantic national sweepstake held 
on this occasion, have distributed their 
magic millions to the lucky winners.

Foreigners from abroad formed two- 
thirds of the enthusiastic buyers. Nearly. 
$175,000 was the first prize for the win- 
ning ticket in each series. 


The sweepstake organizers gave 25 mil- 
lion francs ($70,000) to the Longchamp 
Racing Association. The added money for 
first horse home totalled, with entries and 
breeding premium, just under $93,000. 
Another $70,000 was handed to the Gen- 
eral Press welfare in recognition of the 
Press’ contribution to the scheme. 


Attendance on Sunday, October 9, was 
estimated at over 120,000 with admission 
fees more than doubling those of any 
previous big day. Pari-mutuel turnover 
more than doubled, too, that of the last 
Grand Prix de Paris record, being over 
340 million francs, or nearly a million 
dollars. 


Of this total, about $430,000 was col- 
lected by the off-the-track pari-mutuel 
organization. This, known as Pari Mutuel 
Urbain (P.M.U.), is run under the re- 
sponsibility of the Paris tracks and en- 
tirely for the benefit of racing in the 
same manner as betting on the track. 
The organization now operates through- 
out the country and has been developed 
so as to bring down collecting cost to 
a low percentage of the takings. 


A GREAT FIGURE. Compared with 
the usual post-war figures. the above 
totals are proof that racing has still a 
great future in France, even if the owners 
and breeders are undergoing a very black 
period. The audacious person who planned 
the whole scheme and obtained official 
O.K. was the racing giant. Marcel Bous- 
sac. He reaped his reward by pocketing 
first prize. 

When congratulating him, after his filly 
Coronation had outclassed the rest of a 
field of twenty-seven, we reminded M. 
Boussac of his enterprise in breeding to- 
gether a daughter and a son of Tourbillon. 


“All there is to do now is to stop at 
this point and outcross” was the reply. I 
would recall that Tourbillon was the re- 
sult of an outcross of *Ksar, closely but 
not incestuously inbred on Omnium 2nd, 
with Durban out of Banshee out of the 
American foundation mare Frizette. It 
might be that M. Boussac will outcross the 
now famous Coronation by mating with an 
American stallion. 


His intention too, M. Boussac told us 
further, was to try his breed on the North 
American tracks. Difficulties such as ac- 
climatising have to be overcome first, so 
for experiment only, a few of his horses 
in training will be sent over this autumn. 
They will serve as test and will therefore 
not be his very best. 

As about half of this season’s best 2- 
year-olds are owned by M. Boussac. and 
as his next crop is even stronger, the final 
“invasion.” I would suggest, will probably 
not be put off longer than a season or two. 

On the eve of the big event, Marcel 
Boussac scored at Ascot with Marveil in 
the King George VI Stakes and at Long- 
champ with a record smasher Cardanil. 
During the following week the same own-

er took stakes after stakes in England and 
in France, bringing his total winnings jp 
less than seven days to over 50 million 
francs. For comparison with the equiva. 
lent winnings in the States, the exchange 
rate of $150,000 should be multiplied by 
at least three. Non-stop raids of record 
breaking 2-year-olds are sweeping the 
board in both countries for him. 


Whereas to Coronation; opinion of all 
the official track handicappers as well as 
my own corroborate the owner’s statement 
that she is the best filly he has ever bred, 
No filly has been rated as high as Corona. 
tion since the start of World War II. Only 
one horse has the privilege of a higher 
merit and ranking during the last ten 
years, and that is the great Souverain, 
winner of French classics, the King 
George VI Stakes, and the Ascot Gold 
Cup, in 1946 and 1947.

The second favourite, a Pharis filly 
named Blue Kiss. finished down the field. 
The conclusion drawn from that result 
was that Emperor undoubtedly was a 
whole class above all the other French 
2-year-olds with the exception of his 
stablemate Janus, as easy a winner in his 
two outings as Emperor had been in front 
of the same class of horses. 


A third stable companion, Corejada (by 
Pharis out of Tourzima. by Tourbillon out 
of Djezima, dam of *Priam), who has 
never raced in France has scored twice 
in England, establishing herself as one 
of the very best. 


So it was assumed that the stable’s 
choice of Emperor for the Prix Morny 
would mean that there would be no race. 
Emperor started at odds-on, 3-to-10 in a 
field of six. But things did not work out 
as expected. After looking a sure winner 
a furlong from home, Emperor, who had 
been leading from the start, began to fall 
back and was quickly overhauled by 


Ksarinor, a Norseman colt, undoubtedly 
the best of what had been considered the 
French second division. 


Ksarinor was the previous winner of 
two races, the last being the Prix des 
Reves d’Or at Vichy, over five furlongs. 
However Ksarinor had not been able to 
give four pounds to Janus when the latter 
was started for the first time.

territory. from his home to winter quar- 
ters about ten miles away. For about 
94 hours. the horse seemed content 
enough. After that he decided he wanted 
out. 

First thing the owner knew about it. 
he had a call from the desk sergeant 
of a local police precinct. asking if he 
owned a big brown horse. He did. “Well.” 
said the sergeant. “the State Police just 
called to report a big brown horse with 
black legs headed north on the Merrit 
Parkway. They can’t catch him.” 


To appreciate this you ought to know 
Merrit Parkway, a four-lane concrete 
strip ranging north from New York de- 
signed, according to my own experience, 
to trap people who want to go to Sara- 
toga into going to Connecticut instead. 
This was a Sunday night, and on Sunday 
night Merrit is virtually a bumper-to- 
bumper matter. The horse was going up 
it. 

While the owner was getting into his 
clothes and finding a rope shank, the 
police gave him two calls on the horse. 
“He’s approaching High Ridge turnoff.”

Betty. and Paul” was 
the best guess the press-box could put 
up, but no confirmation from Tulsa has 
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been received. The writer wishes Mr. 
Koontz all the grandchildren he can pos- 
sibly desire, but it is suggested that this 
is no use to put them to. There is a 
hearty second from the track announcer.

only a single yearling when he started in racing, 
and has not added to his stable since then. Much 
credit goes to Trainer Harry Trotsek. who se- 
lected Oil Capitol at the sales and has brought 
him along in excellent fashion. The son of *Mah- 
moud probably is the best horse developed by 
Mr. Trotsek. although the trainer has been suc- 
cessful in the Midwest for many years and last 
year had a good horse in Ray Ankenbader’s Por- 
ter’s Broom.

W. M. Peavey, owner of Wisconsin Boy. which 
beat Oil Capitol] in the Arlington Futurity but 
went under to him in the Keeneland sales stakes, 


bought a yearling half brother (by Eight Thirty) 
to Oil Capitol in the 1949 Keeneland Summer 
Sales. The price was $11,000. 

In the race at Pimlico, Oil Capitol and his 
running mate, Lot O Luck, were the favorites at 
$2.30 to $1. Odgen Phipps’ Striking was $2.40 
to $1. Striking went to the lead at once. Oil 
Capitol was rated in fourth place, moved to 
third at the half-mile, took the lead entering the 
stretch and won easily. by seven lengths. Lot O

a million francs, 13 furlongs, giving eight 
pounds to the winner Amstramgram., 
trained in Algeria. Three weeks before 
that he had failed by a length to give six 
pounds to the top second division colt 
Beverly in a mile race at Saint Cloud. 

Hot favourite in the Deauville Grand 
Prix was the 3-year-old filly Double Rose. 
This filly. who had run obscurely in the 
Grand Prix de Paris in the Princess Aly 
Khan’s colours. had shown her good form 
again by finishing second to Musette, giv- 
ing four pounds, and by winning by five 
lengths the first big race at Deauville. 
Nevertheless she did not perform credit- 
ably in the Grand Prix. 

It would seem that different climatic 
conditions at Deauville on the Channel 
coast more or less affected a number of 
horses who did not run up to form, after 
their stay had been prolonged. 

Amour Drake, France’s leading 3-vear- 
old and one of the principal runners in 
the great international event, Prix de 
rAre de Triomphe, took a public gallop 
over a mile in the Prix Jacques le Marois 
to win by five lengths. He showed he has 
lost none of his class and is ready to take 
on the twenty-odd foreign horses engaged 
in this toughest competition of the season. 


YEARLING SALES. The Deauville 
yearling sales were regarded before the 
war as the yardstick of the French blood- 
stock market. Bidding was always very 
spirited and reserve prices were usually 
surpassed. This year auctioning was re- 
sumed with the hope that buyers would 
fall into line. 

Fear of tax control proved a stumbling 
block and less than 3 per cent of the 
yearlings were bought by public auction. 
As the sessions proceeded most of the 
animals were just presented in the ring. 
the reserve price was announced. and then 
they returned to the stable. 

Out of more than 500 yearlings pre- 
sented in this fashion either by Tattersall- 
Cheri (nine-tenths) or Office du Pur Sang. 
about 40 per cent were sold privately on 
the spot. The average price is reported 
to have been just above a million francs 
($3.000). About twenty-five of these 
changed hands at prices between $10,000 
and $20,000.

CLAIMS 


A recent issue of the bulletin of the 
National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners contained a tabulation of 
claims made on U. S. race tracks for the 
first nine months of 1949, as compared 
to the same period in 1948. The data was 
accumulated by Mrs. A. E. Smith, secre- 
tary of the NASRC. Mrs. Smith added an 
explanatory note to the effect that though 
an increase is shown for 1949, it does 
not necessarily indicate that claiming is 
being more widely practiced. Race tracks 
and racing commissions, she says, are re- 
porting claims more promptly and more 
completely this year than previously, 
which may account for at least part of 
the difference.

The Long Arm 
Grabs a Sponger 


Stuffing a sponge into a horse’s nostrils 
is an effective way of choking his speed. 
Unlike a roll of gauze or a rag or a wad 
of paper. a sponge will not completely 
block off a horse’s wind and cause him 
such distress while he is in his stall that 
his groom or his trainer is likely to notice 
it. It will permit reasonably free breathing 
under ordinarv conditions. but during a 
race it will reduce his oxvgen intake and 
cause him to perform below his normal 
form. 

Because of their tendency to expand 
when thev are compressed. sponges are 
easier to keep in place than a rag or a 
similar nostril obstruction would be. They 
are easy to insert in a nostril. furtively 
and without fuss. They are easy to obtain. 
And snonging can be a one-man job. with- 
out a Jot of co-conspirators. 

All these things were known to William 
H. Weaver. a race track groom who was 
hangine around the backstretch at Rock- 
incham Park during the current fall meet- 
ing. He was familiar to the other race- 
trackers. and under the guise of looking 
for a job he had easy access to the barns. 
Besides the trick of sponging. Weaver 
knew a man in California who would bet 
$100 for him on a sure thing. Only it had 
to be sure. 

Weaver made it his business to ensure 
it. He selected the seventh race of October 
24 as the medium. Tt was a claiming race 
with only nine entries. a comparatively 
small field. Weaver got his 
slipped them into his pocket. and late on 
the night of October 23 he slipped into the 
Rockingham stable area. He was lucky 
enough to be able to get to six of the nine 
horses. According to news reports they 
were Seersucker. M. Longeine. Shining 
Deed. Farmington. First Reward. and 
Great Fun. He didn’t tamper with Crisis. 
which he had selected as the “business” 
horse. Neither did he tamper with Night 
Tour or Roadrunner. either because he 
couldn't get to them, or because he 
thought they weren't important enough. 

At post time the next day Shining Deed 
was the favorite at $2.20 to $1. M. Lon- 
seine was second choice at $2.60 to $1. 
Crisis was third choice at $5.80 to $1. 

Shining Deed set the pace. held the 
lead until the last quarter, when he tired 
and dropped back to third. M. Longeine, 
which had been hard after him. also tired 
and dropped back to eighth. First Reward 
raced well for six furlongs but found 1,‘5 
miles too far. and dropped back to sixth. 
Crisis. which was breathing freely, also 
was running freely. But so was Roadrun- 


ner. a 16-to-1 shot which had not been

sponged. When Shining Deed and First 
Reward faltered, Roadrunner went to the 
lead. Racing on the outside, Crisis moved 
up swiftly in the stretch, was lip-and-lip 
with Roadrunner at the wire. When the 
fnish photo was developed, it showed 
Crisis the winner. She paid $13.60 in the 
mntuels. 


Six days later. on October 30, a blood- 
stained sponge was found in Seersucker’s 
feed tub. Trainer Lyle Phillips reported 
it to track authorities. Trainer Tom Has- 
kos inspected M. Longeine, found that she 
had been sponged, too. Dr. H. M. Lewis, 
the track veterinarian, checked the other 
horses in the race, found evidence that 
Shining Deed. Farmington, and Great Fun 
had heen tampered with. First Reward had 
been shipped to New York, and on exam- 
ination there, evidence was found that he 
also had been a victim. 

Track authorities, police. and opera- 
tives of the Thoroughbred Racing Protec- 
tive Bureau (Spencer Drayton’s men) got 
busy. It was a cold trail—a week had 
gone by since the sponger had done his 
work—but it soon grew hot. 

On November 4 the Drayton Bureau an- 
nounced the arrest of two men in connec- 
tion with the sponging. One of them was 
William Weaver. identified as the sponger. 
The other was Forest C. (Chubby) Wil- 
son, who had had a hand in racing as an 
owner, had been in the theatrical business, 
and whose present occupation was de- 
scribed by the Drayton men as the opera- 
tion of the Wilson Investment Company, 
of Hollywood, Calif. The investment busi- 
ness was actually a touting service, Dray- 
ton reported. 

Under questioning, Weaver told authori- 
ties that he had entered the stalls of the

horses on Sunday night, October 23, and 
inserted sponges in their nostrils. Next 
morning, he said, he telephoned Wilson 
in Hollywood and told him of the ar- 
rangements. Wilson was to bet on Crisis 
in California, and agreed to place a $100 
bet for Weaver. A “small flurry” of bet- 
ting on the horse in California was re- 
ported by the TRPB, but there was no un- 
usual activity in the Rockingham betting 
ring or among eastern bookmakers. 

Warrants against the men charge them 
with seven counts of malicious tampering 
with horses. Six of the horses were in the 
Crisis race. The other was not named in 
the Drayton report on the matter. Under 
New Hampshire law. each man is liable 
to a three-year penitentiary term on each 
count. In summarizing the case, the Dray- 
ton Bureau stated that it was the first 
sponging incident in the four years the bu- 
reau has been operating.
